No plaster disasters 

Unique University School sculptures exceed the statues of limitations

A s summer waned and the school year 
began, strange objects began to pop 
up on the University School campus 
in Hunting Valley. 

The tree-lined mnning paths leading to 
the athletic field began to sprout metal 
armatures and other unnatural con¬ 
structions. Little of what appeared was 
immediately recognizable as sculpture. 

What has been going on will be made 
public during Friday’s dedication of Uni¬ 
versity School’s 100th Adversary Outdoor 
Sculpture Exhibition, including a tour of 


the six works and a chance to meet the six 
sculptors. They are Barbara Bachtell, Joan 
Damankos, Wayne Draznin and Don 
Harvey, all of Cleveland, and Michael Sarff 
and William Ross Smith of Columbus. 

It may be the first-ever christening of a 
wrecked boat One of the works is exactly 
that, or the reconstruction of same, by Dam¬ 
ankos. SarfTs offering is a large wire-mesh 
cagelike enclosure containing mysterious 
wrapped objects and assorted artifacts in 
the process of decay. Bachtell’s work con¬ 
sists of brightly painted buckets. 

The six sculptors were not chosen as 
exponents of foundry skills or traditional 
tastes, but for the ability to relate object¬ 


making to the natural environment in a 
conceptual, provocative way appropriate to 
the educational setting. 

“This show challenges the student of any 
age to entertain new possibilities for the 
understanding of sculpture, of art and of 
life," said Christopher T. Ryan, catalog 
writer and University School alumnus. “It 
is the hope of all involved that these six 
works will come to challenge, educate, en¬ 
tertain and inspire the viewer. It is hoped 
that the desire for instant gratification and 
explanation will be restrained in favor of 
the patient evolution of the viewer’s per¬ 
sonal interpretation and appreciation of 
the works.’’ 


The exhibition is University School’s gift 
to the community as part of the school’s 
yearlong centennial celebration. Initially 
conceived as a single commemorative 
commission, it mushroomed into a public 
competition in cooperation with the Cleve¬ 
land Center for Contemporary Art (CCCA) 
and under the direction of Michael 
Costello, Upper School art coordinator. 

It wasn’t money that drew entries from 36 
artists throughout Ohio. The decision to 
commission six temporary outdoor pieces 
in lieu of one permanent piece split the 
budget six ways, and cost far more in publi¬ 
cations and operation. Even with an assist 
from the Ohio Arts Council, the honorarium 


per artist was a modest $400, plus donated 
materials in some cases. 

The challenge to produce meaningful 
work at minimal cost turned three dofen 
Ohio artists into model “problem solvers.’’ 
The jurors — CCCA Director Narjonc 
Talalay, sculptor Carl Floyd and extensions 
exhibitions supervisor Andrew Chakalis of 
the Cleveland Museum of Art — were faced 
with many more enticing proposals than 
they could accept. *"7'' 

The ones they chose, including a couple 
by artists new to sculpture, were Filled jkUIl 
elements of risk.

They're getting rusty." Harmon 
said. 

When visiting the campus to de¬ 
cide on a project. Bachtell was 
struck by the sight of the 70 sap¬ 
gathering buckets attached to the 
maples. Painted in bright fall 
colors, they perfectly illustrate the 
metamorphosis of nature and 
changing human perception. Seen 
now amid green branches, the 
buckets soon will complement au¬ 
tumn foliage, and will dot the 
snowy landscape in winter. They 
will go back to functional use in 
their new coats in April after the 
show closes. 

Up the road to the left of the path 
is Damankos' wrecked boat 
sculpture. “The Passage of the 
Ancient Mariner." inspired by the 
Samuel Taylor Coleridge poem 
about an old seaman who shoots an 
albatross and is punished by the 
forces of nature. Designed to re¬ 


semble the prow of a recently 
unearthed ancient vessel, the work 
presents an intriguing physical 
presence in a deeply contemplative 
context. 

Designed on a “Gateway” theme 
and linking University School in its 
country setting to its parent city. 
Draznin's work beside Kilroy Lake 
is a portal structure with a photo of 
Cleveland's downtown skyline sus¬ 
pended in a plexiglass cube. 

Haney’s “Untitled Sculpture" of 
steel rods, wire and giant plastic 
tubes filled with green anti-freeze, 
blue wiper fluid and black oil. in 
the woods beside the cross country 
path suggests the impaling of indus¬ 
trial forces on nature. The colors 
within the tubes will blend and 
change with the effects of 
thermodynamics, and lines of the 
spidenveb structure will turn rusty 
red as the life of this work pro¬ 
gresses. 

Fascinated by ancient 


civilizations. languages and 
symbols. Smith created a colony of 
32 painted wrought-iron totems 
placed in a triangular grid in a 
meadow beside the school. The 
viewer feels the sense of Stone¬ 
henge echoes in entering the set¬ 
ting of cryptic totems. “One student 
remarked in a sort of wary way that 
it felt like a place to pray," Costello 
said. “Responses will vary widely." 

SarfT s affrontive cage, titled 
"The Observation Case." sits smack- 
dab in the stairway court by the 
school entrance. Suspended over a 
tray of dirt, stones and a stubble of 
grass, it houses 10 smaller 
elements, including rusting metal 
cylinders, bones, an unknown some¬ 
thing wrapped in a piece of fur and 
a large mushroom that already has 
expired. 

“I guarantee that this piece will 
grow on you as you observe it for 
the next six months,” Costello told 
the student body in a convocation 
talk about the sculptures. “I don’t 
expect you to like all the work, but I 
hope that you will respect each one

because the artists have given a 
special part of themselves in cre¬ 
ating them. 

“As with anything that is difficult 
or ugly as the things in that cage or 
sometimes in our lives, we must 
learn that there is always a change 
and with that a solution."

"The Way of Pervading Unity" represented a continuum 
•which flows undeterred between the community and the Museum. 

At the beginning point on Euclid Avenue, sidewalks were marked 
with isolated reflective tiles of different colors to repre¬ 
sent the varied ethnic and cultural influences of our community. 

At the staircases leading down into the Fine Arts Garden, the 
tiles merged to form a river of pure white light. This >river', 
a 24 " wide by 1500’ long band of silver mylar, ended at the 
South door of the Museum. 

Just as a prism shows us that white light is composed of 
the complete spectrum of color, so is the unity of art composed 
of a diverse spectrum of cultural elements. In Taoist philosophy. 
The Way of Pervading Unity, or simply The Way, is the name for 
all goodness; it is the natural principle. This work asked 
the viewer; to value our differences and through art and shared 
cultural understanding, come together in a unity of spirit. 

For several years I have used reflective material as an 
illusion for water. Water transends time; it is a constant. For 
that reason I have used it to convey a sense of place, history 
or philosophy in my 3 dimensional work.

THE WAY OF PERVADING UNITY 


This work represented a continum, here depicted as a river of 
light, which flows undeterred between the community and the Museum. 

Just as a prism shows us that white light is composed of the 
complete spectrum so is the unity of art composed of a diverse 
spectrum of cultural elements. 

At the beginning point on Euclid Avenue, sidewalks were marked 
with isolated tiles of reflective material in different colors to 
represent our differing ethnic and cultural influences. As one 
approached the staircases the tiles became closer together and the 
colors less intense until they were completely caught in the river of 
pure, white light. 

In Taoist philosophy "The Way of Pervading Unity", or simply the 
Way, is the general name for all goodness; it is the natural 
principle. Through art and through shared cultural understanding 
perhaps we can attain a unity of spirit and see our differences as 
something to value, not fear.

The exhibition is University School’s gift 
to the community as part of the school’s 
yearlong centennial celebration. Initially 
conceived as a single commemorative 
commission, it mushroomed into a public 
competition in cooperation with the Cleve¬ 
land Center for Contemporary Art iCC’CA) 
and under the direction of Michael 
Costello, Upper School art coordinator. 

It wasn’t money that drew entries from 30 
artists throughout Ohio. The decision to 
commission six temporary outdoor pieces 
in lieu of one permanent piece split the 
budget six ways, and cost far more in publi¬ 
cations and operation. Even with an assist 
from the Ohio Arts Council, the honorarium

It may be the first-ever christening of a 
wrecked boat One of the works is exactly 
that, or the reconstruction of same, by Dam- 
ankos.

operation on the grounds. “Great: 
They re getting rusty.” Harmon 
said. 

When visiting the campus to de¬ 
cide on a project. Bachtell was 
struck by the sight of the TO sap- 
gathering buckets attached to the 
maples. Painted in bright fall 
colors, they perfectly illustrate the 
metamorphosis of nature and 
changing human perception. Seen 
now amid green branches, the 
buckets soon wiil complement au¬ 
tumn foliage, and will dot the 
snowy landscape in winter. They 
will go back to functional use m 
their new coats in April after the 
show closes. 

Up the road to the left of the path 
is Damankos' wrecked boat 
sculpture. “The Passage of the 
Ancient Manner." inspired by the 
Samuel Taylor Coleridge poem 
about an old seaman who shoots an 
albatross and is punished by the 
forces of nature. Designed to re¬ 


semble the prow of a recently 
unearthed ancient vessel, the work 
presents an intriguing physical 
presence in a deeply contemplative 
context 

Designed on a “Gateway" theme 
and linking University School in its 
country setting to its parent city. 
Draznins work beside Kilroy Lake 
is a portal structure with a photo of 
Cleveland's downtown skyline sus¬ 
pended in a plexiglass cube. 

Haney s “Untitled Sculpture" of 
steel rods, wire and giant plastic 
tubes filled with green anti-freeze, 
blue wiper fluid and black oil. in 
the woods beside the cross country- 
path suggests the impaling of indus¬ 
trial forces on nature. The colors 
within the tubes will blend and 
change with the effects of 
thermodynamics, and lines of the 
spidenveb structure will turn rusty- 
red as the life of this work pro¬ 
gresses. 

Fascinated by ancient 


civilizations. languages and 
symbols. Smith created a colony of 
32 painted wrought-iron totems 
placed in a triangular grid in a 
meadow beside the school. The 
viewer feels the sense of Stone¬ 
henge echoes in entering the set¬ 
ting of cry ptic totems. “One student 
remarked in a sort of wary way that 
it felt like a place to pray." Costello 
said. “Responses will vary widely." 

SarfTs affrontive cage, titled 
“The Observation Case." sits smack- 
dab in the stairway court by the 
school entrance. Suspended over a 
tray of dirt, stones and a stubble of 
grass, it houses 10 smaller 
elements, including rusting metal 
cylinders, bones, an unknown some¬ 
thing wrapped in a piece of fur and 
a large mushroom that already has 
expired. 

“I guarantee that this piece will 
grow on you as you observe it for 
the next six months.” Costello told 
the student body in a convocation 
talk about the sculptures. “1 don't 
expect you to like all the work, but I 
hope that you will respect each one
